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Mutual Fife Jusurance. 


The importance of this subject to every individual in the community, induces 

us to add to the observations of last week. Reflection will prevail upon every 
prudent person to adopt measures, by means of a life policy, for the protection 
of those who are dependent upon him for support. The man who will not 
hazard his ship or cargo st sea, or his merchandize and furniture at home, with- 
out insurance, is equally bound to protect his family and dependants from the 
moré severe loss which will result in case of his death. 

There is this clear distinction between life insurance, and fire or marine in- 
surance. Loss is certain to occur in the former case—it is no contingency or 
chance—it‘is a positive certainty ; and for every policy on a whole life issued 
by a company, they know they will have to pay sooner or later. But in case 
of fire or marine insurance, the loxs is contingent, uncertain, and may be par- 
tial. There are no partial losses in life insurance. 

A shipper or ship owner can afford to take the risks of the seas, because he 
knows not only that the chances are in his favor, but that in case of total or 
partial loss, his own life and energies may enable him to recover his property 
or its value. 

But in life risks we all know that there is a port whence no traveller returns— 
& port to which we are all bound, whether seamen or landsmen. Now, with 
this certainty before us, with a thorough conviction on our minds, that among) 
all the contingencies of this world, there is one contingency, (so called) which 
is sure to occur, and certainly to some of us this week, to others next: with 
this basis before us, al] prudent men, and especially poor men, are in duty bound 
to save their families and dependants from the distress and poverty to which 
they are exposed in case of death. 

The operation of Mutual Insurance Companies, as now formed in Great Brit- 
ain and the U. 8., enables a party to insure his life at actual cost ; that is, the 


resulting profits which were formerly retained by the Company, are now divid- 
ed among the policy holders. A premium will be paid this year of 1 1-2 per 
¢t., one-half of which may be returned to the insurer at a day not far distant. 
The profits arising in the business of life-insurance, are very large, as will be 
seen by examination of our tables of stocks in Great Britain in former numbers. 
Premiums are generally based upon a calculation of one-half profits. The di- 
® Versity of details in the charters of British Con-panies, is so great that we have 
thought it proper to publish in this number (see fourth page), the leading fea- 
tures of several English Associations.

Several new features are now proposed in the plans of Companies, with a view 
to add further inducements to persons generally to take out life policies for the 
benefit of their families. It is nowimportant that the premiums shall be so ar- 
ranged that the payments may be made easy to persons of very moderate in- 
come ; and we do not know a better plan than to make the payments payable 


quarterly. 
Toa mechanic, thirty years of age for instance, whose yearly income is 


about six hundred dollars, and who is desirous of obtaiuing a life policy for one 
thousand dollars, the payment of twenty-three dollars in cash, will not be easy. 
To such persons a credit of 3, 6 and 9 months on three-fourths of the amount 
would be desirable, making the quarterly instalments five or six dollars each. 

Among some of the new features in the plans of the English Life Companies, 
is that of making loans to holders of policies, payable in annual instalments. 
One company offers to pay policies in cases where the assured commits suicide, 
or in cases of death by duelling, or the hands of justice, This is a privilege 
which we do not approve of being granted to any applicant, and the insertion 
of the clause would not be an additional inducement to many persons who con- 
template life insurance. Punishment by the halter is one of the ties of life that 
should utterly exclude any benefit from life insurance. 

We should be glad to see established in our city, a Life Insurance Company 
combining the principles of a Sayings Bank and a Loan Company, limited te 
loans of one hundred dollars or less—one that could be made highly useful to 
small borrowers of oux community, and very profitable to depositors.

BANKERS’ WEEKLY CIRCULAR. 


BANK STATISTICS. 


The returns herewith presented are for about the same period, December and 
January last, and are official and complete for all the States mentioned, ex- 
cept Maryland, Virginia, South Carolina, Georgia, Ohio, Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky. Of these seven States, we have received only partial returns, there be- 
ing no adequate provision made by the Legislatures of those States, that we are 
aware of (Kentucky excepted), to publish yearly the returns of all the Banks 
within their limits. 

The above statement will however serve to give the reader a correct idea of 
the Bank liabilities of several States ; so far as their circulation and deposits are 
concerned ; and these are what may be termed their Cash Liabilities, 

The careful reader wil] not fail to observe the marked difference exhibited 
between the operations or business done by the Western Banks and those of 
the East and South. For instance:

While the entire cash liabilities of the Banks in Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Baltimore, South Carolina, Georgia, Tennessee, are less than their capital 
stock. The circulation of the State Bank of Missouri, with a limited capital 
of $1,200,000, is nearly as large as that of all the Banks of Maine, or Vermont, 
or New Jersey, or those of North Carolina. There is no Bank in the whole 
country with a larger field for its circulation than that of Missouri. Only one 
Bank (with its branches) being allowed by the Constitution to exist, it has the 
whole of Missouri, Illinois, lowa, Wisconsin, a large portion of Arkansas, to 
supply with a Bank circulation; added to this, the "steam-boat trade of St. 
Louis extends 1200 miles to the South, 1300 East, 1,000 North, and 1500 North- 
West; all which afford a large field for the dissemination of Bank paper in good 
credit. We see by the official report of the condition of the Bank at St. Louis, 
that it is very wisely and gradually availing itself of a profitable and extended

The State Bank has already met with formidable opposition from political 
partisans, but the working of the system is generally approved of and believed 
to be salutary. One evidence of this is in the fact that twoof the existing 
Banks of the State, have applied recently to be admitted into the fraternity of 
Branches of the State Bank. One of these two is understood to be the Bank of 


Sandusky. 

The uncertainty which exists in reference to the State Bank, owing to the 
confused action of the Legislature, has an injurious effect, ‘‘ The world is 
governed too much,” has been often said, and may now be said of Ohio. There 
are too many Jaw makers, and too many currency tinkers. If we were allowed 
as in other States, to have charters for fixed periods, without being liable to 
the fluctuating policy and views of mere politicians, we could do much better. 
And so far as Banks are concerned, it would be well if the Legislature were 
confined to biennial or tri-ennia) sessions. 

The following act was proposed in the lower House of the Legislature this 
week, and I am glad to say, has been defeated. 

Mr, GaLtaomer reported back the bill to repeal the act to incorporate 
the State Bank of Ohio, and other Banking Companies recommending its 


passage.

VIRGINIA. 

The Finance Committee of the House of Delegates of Virginia, have made a 
Report upon the liabilities, resources, revenues, and expenditures of the State. 
We are indebted to a correspondent at Richmond for a copy of this Report, 
the details of which exhibit very favorably the financial condition of that 
State. 

We select the following items for the information of our readers, and to ena- 
ble them to make a comparison between the financial condition of the old Do- 
minion and its sister States. 

We are also enabled to add some particulars relating to the affairs of the city 
of Richmond—its manufacturies, finances, &c. We do not profess to furnish 
many particulars with reference to the Statistics of cities. We find that State 
finances and Bank statistics, with occasional paragraphs relating to Europe , 
fully occupy the limited space in our columns. 

The manufucturers of Richmond are highly favored with Banking facilities, 
if we assume Bank capital asa criterion. Pittsburgh, wiih a larger population, 
more than quadruple tonnage and manufactures, and doing pethaps ten-fold the 
business of the Virginia capital, has less banking facilities. There is St. Louis, 
too, with a population of fifty thousand, and owning more tonnage, and with 
larger exports than Baltimore, (if we are correctly informed), has only one 
Bank with a capital of $600,000, and the State Constitution prohibits the addi- 
tion of any others.

ing the year in which the Bonds, &c., will mature. 

The volume will comprise about 300 pages octavo, price one dollar per copy ;

of the volume. ' 

The undersigned considers it superfluous to enlarge upon the growing in:por- 
tance of the subjects proposed to be embodied in the volume above mentioned. 
It is only necessary here, to allude to the difficulty at present existing of com. 
niunicating correct information between the States, respecting the internal af 
fairs of each other. The condition of South Carolina, for instance, is known to 
hitself and within itself,—and the same ‘may be said of every other State jn the 
Union. There is no libera] and extended arrangement by and between the seve- 
ral States for the interchange of official documents with each other; and even 
¢f there were such documents would be in a Joose or disjointed shape and unfit for 
reference. We now propose to remedy this difficulty by publishing in one vol- 
ume the last messages of the respective Govemors, containing, as is generally 
acknowledged, the most complete and summary view of the condition of the 
States. 

As soon as a sufficient number, say one thousand, shall be ordered to cover 
the cost of publication, it will-be put to press: the publisher relying upons 
sale of an additional number, to reimburse him for the compilation. 

In case the first volume shall be authorized, the publisher will follow it up 
annually, so as to present a series of official Reports from year to year, shewing 
the progress of eath State.
